been interrupted. 


W ashington, Jan. 13.— Although the 
present breach In the diplomatic* rela­ 
tions between France and Venezuela is 
technically chargeable against the per­ 
sonality 
of M. 
Taigny, the 
French 
charge at Caracas, the real issue, as it 
is understood here, was an attack by 
President Castro upon the* properties 
and franchise 
of the French 
Cable 
company. 
The president asserted that 
the (ab le company had lent active as­ 
sistance to the Matos rebellion. There­ 
fore 
he began 
proceedings in 
the 
Venezuelan courts 
a g ainst the com­ 
pany 
on that score 
and also 
com­ 
plained that the company had violated 
the te rm s of its concession in not lay­ 
ing certain coast lines of cable, (•spe­ 
cially 
as in crossing 
the 
island of 
Santo Domingo the land wires were 
subject to frequent 
interruption in 
times of re hellion on that island. The 
courts sustained the p re sid e n t’s view 
and iii fact practically took posession 
of 
the company's 
offices at 
certain 
points, when the French government 
intervened. 
In the ab sence of the reg­ 
ular minister, M. Taigny presented a 
written protest to 
Pre sid e n t Castro, 
who regarded this note as insulting 
to his government and refused to have 
anything to do with M. Taigny. 
But 
the French government declared that 
M. Taigny in his p re se n tm e n t had toi- 
lowod precisely the instructions of his 
foreign office. 


American Minister Intervened. 


At this poiut, Mr. Russell, the Am­ 
erican 
minister 
at Caracas, 
inter­ 
vened 
in the interest 
of peace 
and 
atter m any exchanges it was believed 
he had finally succeeded. 
But while 
he induced President C astro to w ith ­ 
draw a note refusing 
to do business 
with M. Taigny, which the French gov­ 
e rnm ent regarded 
as 
offensive, he 
could not prevail upon President Cas­ 
tro 
to resum e 
his official 
relations 
with the French charge. 
The climax 
am e 
on new year’s 
day, when 
the 
French government, supposing that a 
satisfactory 
settlement 
had 
been 
reached, received with th e usual hi ti­ 
ers of the new year's 
day reception 
at P a n s the minister from Venezuela, 
only to learn that P resid en t Ca'fro 
had relused 
to do likewise 
with M. 
Taigny 
at Caracas. 
This 
omission 
touche<1 the pride of th e French gov­ 
ernm ent, who felt it had been made 
the v ictim of double dealing and de­ 
ceit, which tact the F r e n c h am b assa­ 
dor at Washington 
w as not slow to 
com municate to this government. Mr. 
Russell reported his failure to effect a 
settlem ent, thereby 
m a k in g himself 
unpopular in Caracas, and then came 
notice from tho 
F ren ch government 
that diplomatic relations with Vene­ 
zuela w ere completely severed. 
T h e re is a hint of punitive measures 
on the part of France, an d the situa­ 
tion is regarded officially as very un­ 
pleasant, with possibilities of serious 
consequences.
